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DEFENSE MADE 
BY BALLINGER 


Of His Revocation of the 


Ballinger Admits He Revoked 
Order Withdrawirg Pxblic 
Lands From Settlement, but 
Declares His Action Was in 
Interest of Conservation. 


Washington, November 7.—Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger’s widely dis- 
cussed revocation of the famous “Gar- 
field Order” withdrawing from settle- 
ment a million and a half acres of pub- 
lic lands and the substitution therefor 


of a withdrawal order, withholding 


‘from settlement three hundred thou- 


sand acres, today was declared by Mr. 
Ballinger to have been wholly promo- 
tive—not subversive—of the conserva- 
tion policy. 

A lengthy explanation of his cancel- 
lation of the Garfield withdrawal was 
given to the press by Mr. Ballinger, 
who asserted that it was a logical 
step in the prosecution of the policy 
of conserving the water power on the 
federal domain, and one which Mr. Gar- 
field must have taken himself had he 
remained in office. 

A Blanket Withdrawal. 

“The first order was a blanket with- 
issued to meet an emergency, 
to ascertain 
lo- 
“‘In- 


drawal, 
and without taking time 
just where the power sites were 
cated,” Secretary Ballinger said. 
telligent prosecution of the policy de- 
manded that as soon as possible there- 
after these sites be located and the 
lands not needed to protect them be 
restored to entry. It would be an un- 
warranted reflection on Secretary Gar- 
field to assume that he would not have 
done precisely what I did, ascertain as 
soon as practicable, where the power 
sites were actually located, and issue 
a new order withdrawing them from 
settlement and restoring to entry all 
lands not needed for that purpose. 

“IT found that by utilizing the geo- 
survey, instead of the reclam- 
ation services which had been employ- 
ed by my predecessor'I could secure 
accurate information as to the loca- 
tlon of the power sites... On congul- 
tation With the legal officers .of my 


department, I found that I could make | 


withdrawa)] orders retroactive; that is, 
that I could issue withdrawal orders 
later which would effectually protect 
any power sites within any entries 
which might have been made in the 
interim. 

Operated to Conserve Sites. 

The retroactive provision of the 
subsequent withdrawals operated com- 
pletely to conserve the sites. 

“Not a single power site has passed 
out of the possession of the govern- 
ment during this administration,” con- 
tinued the secretary, “as a matter of 
fact, the withdrawal ordered by me 
protected 5O per cent more power 
sites than were conserved by the Gar- 
field order and merely shows that the 
Garfield order was tentative. 

“My first withdrawal order was 
dated May 4, 1909, and the last which 
included any of the lands formerly 
withdrawn, June 10, 1909, but each of 
these orders contained the language 
“all existing claims, filings and en- 
tries are temporarily suspended.” As 
a matter of fact, there was not a 
single filling on a power site during 
the interlum. On the other hand, the 
restoration to entry of over a million 
acres of land not needed to protect 
the power sites allayed widespread 
discontent and thug avoided unneces- 
sarily making enemies for the con- 
servation policy. Since June 10, I 
have made 25 additional withdrawals 
in entirely new territory.” 

Power Sites Not Protected. 

Secretary Ballinger stateq that his 
orders of withdrawal do not protect 
power sites within forest reservations, 
and addeq in explanation, that pre- 
viously he had offered to include power 
sites on forest reservations, but that 
the offer was declined on the ground 
that the forest service could take 
care of such sites. The secretary 
asserted that a number of § factors 
caused his course to be misunderstood 
and misrepresented but some of these 
he was not at liberty to discuss.

Fitzgerald and Albany. 

Thirty-seven entrants at Fitzgerald 
and twenty-nine at Albany will be on 
the road for Macon this morning short- 
ly after 7 o'clock. 

With a fine day, such as is prom- 
ised, the indications are that practi- 
cally every entrant will respond to the 
call for “checking out.”

They had the 
conversation on the front porch, and 
when Mrs. O’Connor refused to come 
back tp him, O’Connor drew a 38-cal- 
liber revolver, pressed it against his 
temple and fired. 

O'Connor fell on the steps in an un- 
conscious condition, the bullet having 
entered through his brain. Mrs. O’Con- 
nor, who was seated in the doorway 
was too horrified at first to move, but 
her screams soon brought assistance 

O'Connor was rushed to Grady hos- 
pital and given surgical attention. Dur- 
ing Sunday he appeared to be resting 
easy, but never revived sufficiently to 
speak.

Marriage Was Romantic. 

Their marriage took place September 
l, 1905, and was romantic in its na- 
ture. Mrs. O’Connor, then a girl of 
about 15 years, was attending a school. 
She met O’Connor, who then Hved on 
Middle street, but the parents of the 
young woman objected on account of 
her age. 

On the morning of the day mentioned 
above, Mrs. O’Connor, with her books 
under her arm, met O’Connor on the 
Whitehall street viaduct, and 
of going to school that day, 
young people went to the court of Jus- 
tice Puckett, on Marietta street, where 
they were married. 

After the children were born, it is 
claimed that Mrs. O’Connor separated 
from her husband because he acquired 
the whisky habit, and spent many of 
his nights, she says, in pool rooms. 

They were reconciled, and at the 
time of the last separation the couple 
lived at 270 Jones avenue. Since that 
date Mrs. O’Connor moved back to the 
home of her parents on Bradley street, 
and O’Connor secured a position in a 
justice court in Macon as a constable.

Two Atlanta Ministers 
Will Be Changed. | 


The Term of Only One Pre- 
siding Elder Expires--It Is An- 
nounced on Good Authority 
There Will Be No Division of 
North Georgia Conference. 


More than ordinary interest is be- 
ing felt by Methodists throughout the 
North Georgia Conference in the an- 


nual meeting of that body, which will 


‘be held here beginning November 17. 


Not only will the terms of a presiding 
elder and several of the most promi- 
nent ministers of the conference’ ex- 
pire, but at this meeting delegates 
will be chosen to the general con- 
which meets at Asheville, N. 
C.. early next spring. As there are 
six bishops to be elected at this meet- 
ing of the general body, there is un- 
usual interest being felt in the _ se- 
lection of the men who will attend 
from the North Georgia Conference. 

The meetings will be held at _ St. 
Paul’s church, and more than 200 min- 
dsters will be in attendance. Many of 
these have served a four-year term 
in the pulpits they now occupy, and 
&0 will be removed to other fields of 
labor. 

Dr. Lee to Leave Trinity. 


Among the most importent of 
changes will be the removal 
Trinity church of Dr. James W. Lee, 
who has served his allotted four years 
at this church. Dr. Lee is not only 
one of the best known Methodist min- 
isters in the south, but is prominent 
in ministerial circles throughout the 
country. The questions of where he 
will be sent and who will fill the place 
he now holds are of consuming in- 
terest to Atlantans, especially mem- 
bers of his church. 

Another well-known Atlanta minis- 
ter who will be given new work at 
the coming conference is Rev. H. L. 
Edmondson, of St. Paul’s church. Dr. 
Edmondson’s four years expire this 
fall, and he will be sent t® serve 
another church next year. 

There i sonly one presiding elder 
whose term expires at this time. This 
is Rev. J. R. King, of the Gaines- 
ville district. Quite a number of 
changes were made in the presiding 
elders last year, which accounts for 
the fact that only one change iswnec- 
@éssary at this time. ' 

Won't Split Conference. 

There has been considerable talk 
within the past few months of divid- 
ing the North Georgia Conference. The 
grounds for this movement is the be- 
lief on the part of many that the body 
as it stands today is so large as to 
be unwieldy. 

It is announced on good authority, 
however, that no steps looking to mak- 
ing the body smaller will be taken at 
the coming meeting. That many of the 
ministers favor the move is admitted. 
It is also admitted that the step may 
be taken at some future date, but it 
is believed that nothing will be done 
this year. 

The choosing of delegates to the 
gBeneral conference which meets. in 
May will be the feature of the coming 
meeting, it is believed. The general 
body meets Only once in four’ years, 
and since its last meeting six bishops 
have died. Occupants for the 
cancies will be chosen at the meeting 
in May, and the result of the election 
will be watched with interest through- 
out the country. 

The North Georgia Conference sends 
14 members to the conference, seven 
ministers and a like number of laymen. 
These delegates will be elected at ‘the 
meeting here this month, and will be 
the occasion of considerable interest 
throughout the state.

Tenn., in 1879, ig what was accom- 
plished by “Bussey, the Old Hat Man,” 
who died here a few days past. 

Hulbert H. Bussey, after divorcing 
himself from railroad work which he 
had followed from the time he was 4 
13-year-old boy, found himself Without 
work and funds one day in the Ten- 
nessee city. By chance he was thrown 
in contact with a gentleman wearing 
a silk hat. The hat was ruffled and 
soiled, and Mr. “Bussey asked him to 
allow the hat to be cleaned. 
sey had never cleaned a hat in his life, 
but the man consented. He did a good 
job, and there he secured the idea of 
cleaning hats, and paving the way to 
the comfortable fortune which he left 
to his family. 

It Pays toe Advertise. 

“It pays to advertise,’ is an adage 
which never ieft Mr. Bussey through- 
out his business career. His methods 
were odd, but caught the eye. And 
therein ,lieg the secret of successful 
advertising. When he began business 
in Atlanta in 1879, he possessed §20. 
With this he paid a month’s rent, pur- 
chased one barel of coal and a small 
table. Only 70 cents remained in 
money. 

Many of the old citizens of Atlanta 
remember his goliciting business from 
store to store in the principal streets 
of this now great metropolis. He 
would stick hats gecured to clean, one 
on top of each other, and with a tower 
of them extending from his arm sky- 
ward, entered stores and other places 
to get more. Another stunt he per- 
formed was the carrying of empty hat 
boxes piled up around with’ him, just to 
eatch the eye and to let people know 
his business, 

When he had quarters at 31% White- 
hall, the human vision wag readily at- 
tracted by an artificial man made 
solely of hats. At his present place on 
Whitehall, a man’s head, wearing sev- 
eral hats, meets the eye. 

Not only did he corral practically all 
this line of business in Fulton county, 
but hats were sent to him from all 
sections of the south. He ran a mail 
order feature, if you please,. which 
reached several thousand dollars an- 
nually. 

Mr. Bussey and a gentleman, Mr. 
Buchanan, from Philadelphia, in 1892 
instituted the first manufacturing hat 
business in Atlanta, that up to that 
time, had been established in the en- 
tire south. Wool and straws were 
made. After about two or three years 
he returned to the hat-cleaning bus- 
iness, with which he remained until 
his death.

Becoming restless under the demands 
of a given income, Mr. Bussey made his 
venture into the hat-cleaning business, 
His life was domestic, and he was a 
great man to stay at home, and wag 
devoted to his family. He was loved 
by all who knew him 

At one time he was a county road 
commissioner of Fulton, and for sev- 
eral years after making College Park 
his home, was a city councilman for 
several terms. The only secret order 
to which he belonged was the Wood- 
men of the World. 

Mr. Bussey is survived by his wife, 
three sons, D. T., Hulbert, Jr., and 
Thompson. His home, which is colo- 
nial in style, is one of the most elegant 
in the state and overlooks, from the 
crest of a commanding hill, some one 
hundred acres or more.

Editor Constitution: I have been 
reading your vigorous editorials in ad- 
vocacy of a more strenuous campaign 
for immigration.

disease-producing bacteria, as well as 
those likely to produce intestinal ais- 
turbances, are destroyed without at the 
same time injuring the flavor of the 
nutritive value of the milk. This may- 
be accomplished in the home by the 
use of a simple improvised outfit. 

Milk is most conveniently pasteur- 
ized in the bottles in which it is deliv- 
ered. To do this use a small pail with 
a perforated false bottom. An in- 
verted pie tin with a few holes punched 
in it will answer this purpose. This 
will raise the. bottles from the bottom 
of the pail, thus allowing a free circu- 
lation of water and preventing bump- 
ing of the bottles. Puncha hole through 
the cap oF one of the bottles and insert 
a thermometer. The ordinary floating 
twpe of thermometer is likely to be in- 
accurate, and if possible a good ther- 
mometer with the scale etched on the 
glass should be used. Set the bottles 
of milk in the pail and fill the pail with 
water nearly to the level of the milk. 
Put the pailon the stove or over a gas 
flame and heat it until the thermome- 
ter in the milk shows not less than 
150 degrees nor more than 155 degrees 
F. The bottles should then be reomved 
from the water and allowed to stand 
from twenty to thirty minutes. The 
temperature Will fall slowly, but may 
be held more uniformly by covering 
the bottles with a towel. The punc- 
tured cap should be replaced with a 
new one, or the bottle should be cov- 
ered with an inverted cup. 

After the milk has been held as*di- 
rected it should be cooled as quickly 
and as much as possible by setting in 
water. To avoid danger of breaking 
the bottle by too sudden change of 
temperature, this water should be warm 
at first. Replace the warm watér 
slowly with cold water. After cooling, 
milk should in all cases be held at the 
lowest available semperature. 

This method may be employed to 
retard the souring of milk or cream 
for ordinary uses. It should be re. 
membered, however, that pasteuriza- 
tion does not destroy all bacteria tn 
milk, and after pasteurization it should 
be kept cold and used as soon as posst!-

Mr. Lemon settled himself back com- 
fortablv tn one of the beautiful ma- 
chines that form a part of his com- 
pany’s exhibit, and surveyed the pass- 
ing crowds with great satisfaction. 

“The run from New York to Atlanta 
taught me-one lession that will not 
easily be forgotton,” ‘he continued,

FARM AND FARMERS 


FIFTEEN-CENT COTTON. 

I presume it is in order to congratu- 
late the farmers of Georgia and of 
the south—at least those engaged in 
the culture of cotton—on the attains 
ment of their hopes and expectat‘ons 
ef 15 cents for cotton. At any rate. 
I do so most heartily, while at the 
same time nursing a feeling of appre- 
hension that many farmers will “go 
wild’ next year and will seek to ex- 
tend the area in cotton to the limit 
of labor supply and available land. Fif- 
teen cents is a very seductive pr.ce 
for cotton: not that is absolutely high, 
but because it looks big 
big to the farmer who has been get- 
ting “around” 8 and 9 cents for a 
few years past, and who has a feel- 
ing reflection of further-back years, 
when the ruling prices were between 
4% and 6% cents. I note that there 
is a prevailing idea—indeed, it has 
been positively asserted, that there 
willl be no more 10-cent cotton and 
no more wheat for less than a dollar. 
On the other hand, it might just as 
truly be prophesied that neither will 
there be any more 75-cents-a-bushel 
corn, or 10-cents-a-pound bacon, and 
50-cents-a-day labor. The farmer has 
to pay more for his store-bought cloth- 
ing; more for his plows, and hoes, and 
hammers, and nails; more for his 
his horses and mules. In short, the 
farmer who has nothing to sell but 
cotton gets more for that one article. 
but has to pay more for nearly, if 
not quite everything that he buys, to 
fay nothing of the advance in the 
price of labor, which must come, and 
certainly is coming. It is true that 
the price of cotton has gone ‘ip some- 
what more rapidly than have the 
rrices of these other things, but we 
may be sure that the latter will fol- 
low in due time and on the way 
possibly meet cotton prices coming 
down. 

Now this is not the wail of pessi- 
mism, but is the simple note of cau- 
tion and the warning voice of prud- 
ence. “History repeats itself,” 1s an 
old proverb and is just as applicable 
to the course of the cotton market as 
to other things. It is claimed that 
prosperity has come at last, but grant- 
ing and not denying the claim, it may 
be urged in reply that as the tide 
ebbs and flows twice in every twenty- 
four hours, so prosperity and hard 
times change places every few years. 
That has been the history of the 
times as far back as the “oldest in- 
habitant’” can remember. There has 
been no radical change in the relation 
of the industries of life to each other. 
There has been no fundamental re- 
form that should work out and main- 
tain a constant, permanent condition 
of prosperity, and probably there will 
not be—in this generation at most. 

The moral of this short discussion 
ie “that the farmer should sit steady 
in the boat” and not lose his head, 
or, as some might express it, “turn 
fool.” The farmer who may read this 
knows just what I mean and may an- 
ticipate what further might be said 
in the way of application to details. 

In general the cost of making cot- 
ton has gone up with the market 
price of cotton, not quite so fast or 
to such an extent, but it will catch 
up in due time. Why, don’t we re- 
call the years 1866-67-68-69-70, when 
cottrn was between 20 and 30 cents 
time 
bacon Was 12 to 15 cents, corn $1.25 
to $1.50, flour $10 to $12 per barrel, 
and so on? 

But granting for the moment that 
the next year’s cotton crop will sell 
“around” 15 cents, that fact would by 
no means justify the farmer in going 
in fo ra big crop next vear and neg- 
lecting the produttion of all needed 
supplies for the farm. [It is said that 
the limited supply of labor will pre- 
vent any considerable increase in the 
area to be planted in cotton. But 
let farmers go to bidding against each 
other for laborers and we will at 
once see a response to the demand, by 
the half-occupied and wholly unem- 
ployed of our towns and cities. High 
prices for labor will inevitably § in- 
crease the supply of laborers as they 
have always done and always will do. 

The safe course is for the farmer to 
pursue the even tenor of his way and 
not permit himself to be tempted from 
a “safe and sane” policy of home-pro- 
duction of such supplies as corn and 
oats, bacon and lard, beef and butter, 
fruits and vegetables, and—it must 
not be omitted—that policy of conser- 
vation of home resources, rotation of 
crops and the restoration and preser- 
vation of his soil. 

It is gratifying to note that the 
Farmers’ Union is atrenuously advo- 
eating this very. policy I am endeav- 
oring to feebly outline. The Union 
ie composed entirely of farmers and its 
leaders are intelligent, safe and con- 
servative. ‘These leaders know the 
farmers’ failings—how easily they are 
led from the path of safety by high 
prices of cotton—and are earnestly 
striving to keep their brethren from 
deserting the colors, or straggling into 
the heretofore oft-trodden by-ways 
that lead to debt, disappointment and 
damnation. Let all the farmers unite 
in holding up the hands of their chosen 
leaders and let all be faithful to the 
colors and to the lessons of the past. 
Instead of “remember the Maine” or 
“remember the Alamo,” let them re- 
member six and eight-cent cotton.
